a paid-u p insu rance

wo u ld get IOO per cent refu nd. 
The tentative treasu ry pro po sal 
calls fo r an increase o f eight bil­ 
lio n, fo u r hu ndred millio n do llars |

refu nable after the war. 
The plan is so framed, it was 
repo rted, th at perso ns receiving 
less than two tho u sand do llars a 
y ear actu ally wo u ld get a tax re­ 
du ctio n. 
This wo u ld co me abo u t 
thro u gh repeal o f the Victo ry Tax 
and cau se its abso rptio n in gen­ 
eral individu al inco me tax rates.
